REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD, 

For  the  Year  ending  1\ larch  7,  1S8S. 


It  again  becomes  our  duty  at  the  close  of  the  school  year  to 
report  to  the  town  the  condition  of  the  schools  and  the  man- 
ner in  which  we  have  performed  our  duties. 

At  the  election  of  March,  1S87,  Dr.  Frank  H.  Rowe  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Board  for  three  years.  On  March 
nth  the  Board  met  and  organized  for  the  year  with  C  B. 
Beal  as  president,  N.  B.  Hull,  treasurer,  Dr.  F.  II.  Rowe, 
secretary. 

The  duties  of  the  Board  were  divided,  Dr.  F.  H.  Rowe 
visiting  and  having  special  supervision  of  Nos.  1,  5,  6,  7  and 
9  ;  Mr.  Beal,  Nos.  2,  3,  4,  8  aid  10,  and  each  have  visited 
all  the  schools  during  the  year. 

All  the  teachers  have  been  elected  by  the  full  board.  It 
was  thought  by  some  last  year  that  the  Board  did  not  give  all 
the  teachers  a  thorough  examination.  It  was  not  thought 
necessary  to  examine  those  who  had  taught  in  town  before, 
nor  to  go  to  the  expense  of  holding  a  regular  examination. 
But  on  account  of  the  fault  found  heretofore  it  was  decided 
this  vear  to  have  a  written  examination  of  all  teachers,  which 
was  held  on  April  4th,  at  No.  1  school  house.  There  were 
present  ten  applicants  who  were  required  to  correctly  answer 
seventy  per  cent  of  the  questions  given  in  each  study,  in  or- 
der to  obtain  a  certificate.  All  who  were  engaged  to  teach 
were  up  to  the  required  standard.  Those  that  were  after- 
wards engaged  were  required  to  pass  the  same    examination. 

Seventeen  different  teachers  have  been  employed,  and  but 
four  have  remained  in  the  same  school  during  the  year.  One, 
Miss  Mattie  Johnson,  has  taught  through  the  vear  but  in  dif- 
ferent schools.  We  have  had  to  contend  with  the  same  evil 
as  heretofoie  of  frequent  changes  of  teachers.  One  great 
cause  of  these  changes  is  for  the  reason  of  not  having  suffi- 
cient money  to  pay  them  what  they  can  get  elsewhere. 
Therfore  they  are  constantly  looking  for  better  situations, 
which  they  can  obtain  in  other  places.  This  changing  has 
caused  more  trouble  than  any  of  our  other  duties,  arid  it  is 
sometimes  very  difficult  to  obtain  satisfactory  teachers  for  thJ 
12 
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schools.  Only  two  of  the  teachers  have  taught  for  the  first 
time  All  the  others  have  taught  before,  and  some  have  had 
large  experience.  All  have  been  satisfactory  with  one  or  two 
exceptions.  They  have  labored  hard  for  the  best  interests  of 
their  schools,  and  have  seemed  to  take  an  interest  in  their 
work.  We  were  sorrv  to  lose  the  services  of  Misses  Batch- 
elder  and  Hill. 

The  same  number  of  schools  have  been  supported  as  last 
year  with  three  terms  in  each,  and  with  three  exceptions 
each  having  twenty-nine  weeks  for  the  year.  We  received 
from  the  estate  of  G.  M.  French  $37.36  due  No.  1,  with  a 
portion  of  which  the  Fall  term  was  extended  one  week,  mak- 
ing thirty  weeks  for  this  school.  In  No.  7  the  Winter  term 
was  in  session  seven  weeks  and  then  closed  on  account  of 
the  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever.  As  the  teacher  resided  in 
Mass.  it  was  decided  not  to  ripen  it  again,  so  it  is  entitled  to 
four  weeks  extra  next  year.  It  was  unfortunate  to  have  this 
school  broken  up  as  the  teacher  for  the  Fall  term  did  not 
give  satisfaction.  Miss  Parkhurst,  teacher  of  the  Winter  term, 
was  experienced  and  successful.  The  Winter  term  in  No.  ~> 
has  been  somewhat  broken  on  account  of  scarlet  fever.  It 
was  closed  for  two  weeks  and  then  commenced  again,  and 
then  was  shortened  one  week  for  the  same  cause. 

The  daughter  of  J.  E.  Gault  after  a  short  sickness  of  diph- 
theria and  scarlet  fever  was  taken  away.  (This  is  the  only 
death  among  the  school  children  for  the  year).  She  was  an 
intelligent  scholar  and  the  parents  have  our  sympathy  in 
their  bereavement. 

The  schools  have  made  good  progress,  and  in  some  we 
have  noticed  decided  improvement  in  instruction  and  disci- 
pline. The  discipline  in  some  has  not  been  what  it  should 
be  for  the  reason  that  the  parents  do  not  co-operate  with  the 
teacher  in  having  their  children  obey  the  rules,  making  it 
hard  for  her  to  maintain  the  discipline  of  the  school.  The 
schools  have  improved  in  regard  to  the  class  of  teachers  se- 
cured and  the  improvement  made  in  studies. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  winter  term  a  change  of  the  read- 
ing books  was  made,  Lippincott's  series  of  readers  being  in- 
troduced. The  old  books  were  exchanged  for  the  new  with 
but  small  expense  to  the  scholars.  The  change  was  consid- 
ered for  the  best  interests  of  the  schools.  The  teachers  have 
been  pleased  with  the  change,  thereby  having  new  reading 
matter  in  place  of  the  old.  Ten  sets  (fifty  books)  have  been 
placed  upon  the  teacher's  desks   for  their  use  and  as  the  prop- 
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erty  of  the  town.  They  were  donated  to  us  by  the  publishers 
and  we  have  made  this  use  of  them.  It  has  been  noticed 
that  the  scholars  have  made  more  improvement  in  reading 
since  the  books  were  introduced,  taking  more  interest  by  hav- 
ing new  reading. 

The  town  should  own  sets  of  supplementary  readers  to  be 
changed  among  the  schools,  as  scholars  frequently  read  in 
books  too  far  advanced  because  they  have  read  through  the 
lower  grades  which  have  thereby  lost  their  freshness  and  in- 
terest. No  other  change  of  text  books  has  been  rmHe.  Those 
in  use  are  Lippincott's  Readers,  Harrington's  Speller,  Davies 
and  Peck's  Arithmetic,  Monteith's  Geographies,  Swinton's 
Grammar,  Higginson's  History,  Meservey's  Book-keeping, 
Harper's  Copy  Book. 

The  attendance  for  the  year  has  been  better  than  last  year 
in  some  schools.  We  would  again  ask  parents  to  encourage 
the  habit  of  punctuality  in  their  children.  During  the  winter 
term  sickness  has  caused  many  absences.  Severe  colds  have 
been  prevalent  as  well  as  other  diseases  which  as  before  noted 
have  broken  up  our  schools.  The  No.  3  school  taught  by 
Miss  Emerson  is  the  banner  school  in  regard  to  attendance, 
no  tardy  mark  appearing  upon  the  register  for  the  year  and 
but  few  absences.  No.  10  has  no  tardy  marks  for  t!,e  spring 
term,  which  was  taught  bv  Miss  Mattie  Johnson. 

The  selectmen  in  their  census  for  1SS7  found  212  scholars 
between  the  aojesof  5  and  15  years,  114  boys,  98  girls.  The 
whole  number  of  scholars  registered  are  223.  Of  these  10S 
are  boys,  115  are  girls,  a  decrease  of  3  from  last  year. 

Repairs  have  been  made  only  where  actually  needed, 
amounting  to  $33.88.  The  coming  year  greater  repairs  are 
needed.  The  No.  1  house  requires  shingling.  The  floor  of 
the  house  in  No.  2  is  in  a  bad  condition.  Some  of  the  sup- 
ports seem  to  have  given  away  as  it  has  settled  some  on  one 
side,  and  stepping  upon  some  parts  of  it  causes  it  to  shake 
badly.  The  wind  has  blown  off  the  top  of  the  chimney  which 
needs  to  be  repaired.  New  seats  are  also  needed.  The 
town  should  commence  and  put  the  school  buildings  in  good 
repair,  not  all  in  one  year,  but  one  or  two  each  year  where 
the  most  needed.  New  seats  should  be  put  in  where  required 
and  painting  and  papering  done  inside,  and  other  necessary 
repairs  made.  Some  of  the  out-buildings  are  a  disgrace  to 
the  town.  They  should  at  least  be  put  at  once  in  a  sate  san- 
itary condition.  The  wood  shed  in  No.  6  is  all  open  and 
badly  out  of  repair,  also  in  No.  4. 
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Two  scholars  have  been  carried  to  No.  i  at  an  expense  of 
$41.00. 

It  appears  from  the  treasurer's  report  that  the  whole 
amount  expended  for  teachers,  fuel,  repairs  and  other  neces- 
sary expendi  ures  aside  from  the  $10.00  expended  from  the 
money  belonging  to  No.  1  is  $2085.59,  an  average  of  $9-3S 
per  scholar  against  $9.02  last  year. 

The  whole  a  1  ount  appropriated  by  the  town  including  the 
literary  fund  and  the  railroad  tax  is  $2159.68;  amount  re- 
maining from  last  year  $35.51  making  $2195.19  in  all,  leav- 
ing a  balance  of  $109.60  unexpended.  From  this  balance 
$32.50  is  due  Nos.  7  and  5  for  schooling  which  they  did  not 
get  for  reasons  given  elsewhere  in  this  report,  which  would 
make  the  actual  amount  remaining  tor  next  year  $77.10. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  town  raise  the  same  amount 
of  extra  money  as  last  year.
